LITTLE LOCK, Ark., March ".—-The 


storm that has been brewing- in the 
Arkansas legislature ever since the 
Iron Mountain railroad a week ago de- 
feated the bill for the establishment of 
a railway commission in this state 
broke out Wednesday afternoon, when 
a resolution was offered in the house to 
eject from the hall the representatives 
of newspapers that had criticised the 
action of the legislature, and Repre- 
sentative ilonroe, of North Little 
Rock, rising- to a question of personal 
privileg-e, denoiinced Gov. Clai-ke as an 
infamous liar and rascal. 


When the railroad commission bill 


was first offered in the legislature it 
was favored by a larg-e majority. The 
Iron Mountain railroad established a 
larg-e ami influential lobby here, and 
when the bill came up for final pas- 
sage it was defeated. 
, The newspapers, particularly the 
Commercial-Appeal, of Memphis, inti- 
mated that bribery had been used. 


Gov. 
Clarke, in an Interview Tues-. 


day, 
supported this charge of bribery. 


Tuesday evening Representative Mon- 
roe called on the g-overnor and was or- 
dered from his office. Thereupon Mon- 
roe made his attack on the governor 
Wednesday. 


He concluded by suyinjr he had more 


proof that the governor is a liar than 
the g-overnor has ag-ainst any member 
of the legislature. There is a feeling 
that Gov. Clarke will resent Monroe's 
abuse in a decisive way. '

Gresham is about to instruct Ambassa- 
dor Bayard to urge upon Great Britain 
an adjustment of the long-pending 
trouble between Venezuela and British 
Guinea, and to suggest arbitration of 
Ihe question. 


This action is in pursuance of a re- 


cent resolution of congress. The result 
of 
Mr. Bayard's appeal 
is being 


watched with much interest, owing to. 
the report from Venezuela that the 
trouble has reached a critical stage, 
and that both sides are massing troops 
in the disputed territory lying between 
them. 


Mr. Bayardjis well equipped for this 


negotiation, as he was secretary of 
'state in 1887, when the..-United States 
first made an offer to Great Britain to 
act as arbitrator. The offer was courte- 
ously declined. 


At the same time Venezuela broke 


off all diplomatic relations with Great 
Britain and these have not 
since 


been restored. Mr. Blaine also sought 
to adjust the trouble, as it was 
felt that British aggression on'South 
American soil came dangerously near 
an invasion of the Monroe doctrine. 
Mr. Blaine's efforts also failed, and the 
status has remained unchanged until 
the recent reports of hostilities, and 
the determination of this government 
to make a final effort toward conclud- 
ing negotiations.

CHAPTER 1. 


On the 17th of March, 1878, Mr. Gus- 


tavo Prinoveau was shot and killed in 
his private conveyance while returning 
fron> a drive with his wife. It was 
about five, o'clock In the afternoon, and 
tho carriage at tho time .was between 
Sixty-sixth nnd Sixty-seventh streets 
on Fourth avenue, In New York. 


Mr. Prinevoavi was seated on the left 


of his wife in the carriage, which was 
a two-seated phaeton, and was .driven 
by their man, John Teedson, who sat 
on tho seat in front of them. Mr. 
prineveau, who was sixty-three, died 
almost instantly, and the post mortem, 
held tho next morning at ten o'clock, 
showed that ho had been killed by a 
pistol bullot that had entered his heart 
at the fifth intercostal; space, glanced 
upward and severed the aosta. A small 
hole was found in his vest on the left 
side corresponding to the bullet. 


The post-mortem examination was a 


long one. 
As it was impossible for 


either of tho other occupants of the 
carriage to hiwe got round to the leit 
side of Mr, Prineveau so as to have 
inflicted tho wound without accomp- 
lishing an unprecedented feat, that 
would have been seen, and as there 
wns no assignable motive for such on 
net, tho whole purpose of the examin- 
ation was directed to finding out what 
incentive some other person' might 
have had to commit the deed.

Mr. Prinovoau had been married a 


littio loss than five years to a woman 
who, previous to that marriage, had 
boon known as the widow of a South 
American merchant who had died 
while on a visit to Buenos Ayres. At 
thotimoof Mr. Prinovoau's marriage he 
was reported to bo very wealthy, hav- 
ing amassed a fortune in coal specula- 
tions in Pennsylvania and New York, 


Ho, too, hud beau previously married, 


by which marriage- there had been 
two sons, 0110 of whom had died three 
voars before tho father, in California, 
and tho other of whom was still living 
somewhere in Ohio. Tho only other re- 
lation that could be traced was a neph- 
ew, Jarod Clarkson, about twenty-eight 
years old, who.-was a' scapegrace, and 
hud lived for several years upon the 
bounty of Mr. Prineveau, but whose 
whoi nabouts at tho time of Mr, Prine- 
voati'a death could not be ascertained. 


It was shown that the deceased had 


boon a man of singularly weak charac- 
ter In the management of his estate; 
that ho gave away vast sums of money, 
was easily frightened or cajoled, and 
that from all accounts his wife's ad- 
vice and influence alone saved him from 
many foolish speculations and mis- 
fortunes in his old ago. Among his 
papers wore found receipts for over one 
hundred thousand dollars signed by un- 
known persons and covering tho four 
years immediately preceding his death. 
His relations with his wife had always 
been of tho most amiable and trxistful 
kind. 
None of tho servants knew of 


his over having quarrolod with her. 
Mrs. Prlnoveau looked after all his per- 
sonal comforts, was continually solici- 
tous about his health, accompanied 
him everywhero, and bore the reputa- 
tion of bolng a discreet domestic 
woman with an obvious affection for a 
man who was twenty years her senior.

cemetery on the 19th. His funeral was 
attended by many old New Yorkers, 
and public attention was turned to the 
efforts made 'by Mrs. Prineveau to dis- 
cover the perpetrator of the crime. 


On the 21st Clarkson's wife and chil- 


dren were found in a miserable lodging 
placo in Varick street. But Clarkson 
had disappeared. Ilis wife promptly 
acknowledged that he had come home 
late on the afternoon of the 17th, had 
hurriedly changed his clothes and gone 
out. ; She had not seen him or heard of 
him since. But she strenuously denied 
that he had committed a crime, and 
refused to be influenced by any of the 
damaging circumstances. 


Here the affair threatened to end, as 


so many others of its kind have ended, 
in idle curiosity, police inefficiency and 
ultimate forgetfulness. 
But on the 


S8d' Clarkson was discovered in hid- 
ing in Troy. He was brought here 
and lodged in the city prison, and then 
it became known to the public that the 
police had found in the rooms of Mrs. 
Clarkson in Varick street a small 
French revolver with five chambers, 
one of which was empty, and tho bul- 
lets of this pistol corresponded in size 
with the one taken from the body of 
Mr, Prineveaxi.

RED CROSS IN JAPAN.

Thnt GtM'nrnment Una Signed lfi« Gnneva 


Conipnct But Chlnfc-Nover lias. 


Some forty governm «ts iu iill are 


bound tog-other by the coin pact known 
as tho red cross or tho international 
convention of Geneva of 1804, 


Tho one word neutral signifies the 


whole essence of this treaty; it dofliies 
tho condition of all siclt nnd wounded 
soldiers, all surgeons, nurses und at- 
tendants, all hospitals,' ambvilances, 
and other appliances, while they dis- 
play the red cross arm badg'e or flag1 
duly authorized and inscribed by the 
military power of tho army to which 
they are attached; and furthermore, all 
inhabitants of a country in tho vicinity 
of where tho battle is raging, as well as 
thoir buildings,-are sacredly regarded 
as neutral while they are administer" 
Ing to thf) wants of the wounded and 
disabled, or being employed for hos- 
pital purposes. 


Wounded soldiers falling1 into tho 


enemy's hands are neutral, aud must 
bo sent to tho frontier for delivery to 
their own array ns soon as possible, 
provided, of course, that the country 
to which they belong is an adherent to 
the red cross treaty. 


~Ry applying the foregoing principles 


one will readily grasp the idea why 
Japan is doing such effective and com- 
mendable work as a humanitarian na- 
tion, She is carrying out to tho letter, 
according to Harper's Weekly,* the 
spirit and tho obligations of the Geneva 
rod cross treaty, to which she gave her 
adhesion in ISSO, while her emperor 
stands at the head of her civil reel cross 
society.

years, at tho observatory of Catania, 
Sicily, the variations of level of the the 
water in a well, says the • Cosmos of 
Paris. They classify the movements 
into progressive annual movements and 
accidental 
movements, 
and occupy 


themselves especially with the latter, 
which they subdivide into moteoric and 
geodynamic. 
These latter consist of 


feeble but marked changes of level, 
generally by' lowering of the surface, 
corresponding to various movements of 
the ground. Shortly before tho crnp- 
tion of Etna in 1893, n.nd during several 
months afterward, the oscillations of 
level were extremely irregular. Of :i9 
earthquakes, 21 caused sucldeu changes 
in tho height of the water during 34 
•hours; 15 loss marked oscillations also 
corresponded to notable oscillations of 
the tronomoter. Prof. -King, in the 
United States, has made observations of 
the same nature in Wisconsin. There 
the oscillations were due not-to natural 
movements of the ground, but to its 
disturbance JU<K"heavily loaded trains 
passing within about 50 yards of the 
wolK" Under those drinunstn/nues the 
wati-r rose invariably sometimes by a 
quarter of- a centimeter (abbu't one- 
tenth of an inoh>, but it resumed its 
former level after ji few seconds.
